feOoRT OF THE BOARD OF EDUCATION. 


To the Citizens of Plainfield: 


Entrusted with the school funds of Plainfield,.and 
with the entire supervision of the expenditure of the same | 
both in the capacity of members of the school board, and 
as a building committee, by your appointment, your board 
appreciated the responsibility resting with them, and have 


if 


endeavored at all times to give your our best services and 
return you all possible good to be had out of the funds in 
our hands, in the form of mental culture and bodily com- 
forts for those in our charge. It will be seen that in re- 
porting the individual schools we have left the beaten 
track of many years, and like the Boards of the adjoin- 
ing Districts of Cornish and Lebanon, and Claremont, al- 
so, have deemed it prudent not to comment upon the 
merits or demerits of individual teachers. Teachers who 
have been eminently successful under us may be disap- 
pointed in not seeing their work specially commended, 
while those who,. from whatever cause, have not been 
wholly successful, will be spared the pangs of being held 
up to general ridicule, which can do no one any good, 
and would result in serious discouragement to themselves. 
We have some faith in the proverb, “Comparisons are 
odious.” 

While we can vividly see our own imperfections, we 
can as vividly discern the flaws in the cases of both teach- 
ers and parents in those districts to be found, in all towns 
as well as Plainfield, where we have not found that degree 
of success which we would have gladly reported. While 
teachers, . scholars, parents and your humble servants 
have all labored to attain perfection in the matter of edu- 
cation, it is apparent to all that the point has not been 
reached, but we feel that on the whole we have little 
cause to complain of our average exhibit. We have had 
some‘of the best schools with which we were ever con- 
nected.. Our Registers show a good degree of attend- 
ance, and we wish to return our hearty thanks to the 
many that have labored with us to reduce the per cent. 
of tardiness and absence. We have. not done what we 
hoped to do, in the matter of compulsory attendance by 
those children who are coming upon the stage of life the 
most sorely in need of all the benefits to be had from a 
common school education, and from necessity will never 
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recieve more than that, and we appeal to our fellow citi- 
zens to urge upon this class the great need of doing bet- 
ter for the year to come, without the unpleasant necessi- 
ty of the services of the truant offeers. To teachers who 
have awaited this report hoping to receive such commen- 
dation as would be of assistance to them in securing posi- 
tions in the future, we will cheerfully give all such that 
are worthy our individual assistance if asked for. 

Our children have excellent reason to be proud of 
the Roll of Honor presented herewith, which contains 
the names of fifty per cent. of our whole reported at- 
tendance. This is a weighty piece of evidence, as show- 
ing a lively interest among our scholars to be present and 
keep the schools upto the standard of former years. 
Considering the fact that we have had the relentless “La 
Grippe’ to encounter in all of our winter schools, which 
has seriously interfered with attendance, we feel quite 
well satisfied with the average. The Black Hill school is 
still in session on account of an interruption caused by 
the sickness of the teacher. | 

By an act of the last Legislature of New Hampshire 
School Boards were instructed to furnish free text books, 
and the act took effect on Jan. Ist, 1890. Publishers were 
willing to give us a chance to introduce such as we deem- 
ed neeessary, and wait for the settlement of their bills, 
until we had an opportunity to raise the money. The 
bills are not large, as we have not made extravagant 
changes. The bills will be presented to the town and not 
the town district for payment, after receiving the en- 
dorsement of the Board as correct. This is the interpre- 
tation of Supt. Patterson. We have continued in use the 
Swinton Grammar, and the Harper Geographies and 
Copy Books, and introduced the Modern Speller. 

It will be seen that we have expended the $300 rais- 
ed for repairs, and trenched upon the five per cent., 
though but a little. It would be difficult to show how 
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much has been expended on each house, as the paint, pa- 
per, lumber, nails, etc., were bought for several and used 
upon each as the case seemed to require. We now have 
some very tidy, pleasant rooms and buildings that show 
the passer-by that the District is alive to the importance 
of keeping pace with the times, and not lagging behind 
towns around us. 

Our houses as arule are quite satisfactory with the 
exception of seats and desks. We recommend an appro- 
priation each year sufficient to supply one or two houses, 
and inafew years have them supplied and refitted with- 
out seriously burdening the taxpayers. Very many un- 
thinking people often say, “these seats answered for me, 
and they are well enough.” ‘To such we say, follow your 
child to school some day and sit with him the six long 
hours he ts asked to, and see what the cramped, unnatur- 
al position compells him to suffer. We ask such people 
“what were your mowing machines, buggies, hoes, stoves, 
clothing, etc., forty years ago? Would you use them to- 
day if given to you?” Certainly not. Yet you not only 
ask your children to continue to occupy these antiquated 
affairs indefinitely, but pass laws compelling them to do 
so. In conformity to the hygienic principles and advance- 
ed thought upon this topic, of these later days, we should 
cease making hunch-backs of our scholars, and inviting 
spinal complications that will hurry them to premature 
graves. We hope for a marked reform in this matter, 
and it has been too long delayed.
